I John 4:8 
“He that loveth not knoweth not God; for God is love.” I Jn. 4:8 


Love is the high esteem which God has. for His human children 
and the high regard which we, in turn, should have for Him and 
other people, God's love is unconditional! His love looks beyond 
our unworthiness, our faults, our disobedience, our stubbornness, 
etc., and sees the value of our soul.

The © early 
Christians. many of them ‘being 
brought up in Jewish tradition 
regarded Laster as a new feature 
of the Pascha (Passover). It was 
observed in memory of the advent 
af the Messiah. as foretold by the 
prophets. And it is equanimous 
with the proclamation of the res- 
urrection. Thus the early Christian 
Passover turned out to be a unitive 
celebration in memory of the 
passion-death-resurrection — of 
Jesus, However, by the 4th centu- 
ry. Good Friday came to be

And the Pascha Sunday had been 
devoted exclusively to the honor 
of the glorious resurrection, 
Throughout the Christendom 
the Sunday of Pascha liad become 
a holiday to honor Christ. At the 
same time many of the pagan 
spring rites came to be a part of its 
celebration. May be it was the 
increasing number of new con 
verts who could not totally break 
free of the influence of pagan cul 
ture of their forefathers, but 
despite all the influence there was 
an important shift in the spirit 
The ‘Feast of Easter was well 
established by the second century 
But there had been dispute over 
the exact date of the Easter obser 
vance between the Eastern and 
Western. Churches. The East 
wanted to have it on a weekday 
because early Christians observed 


Passover every year on the 14th _ 


of Nisan, the month based on the 
lunar calendar. But, the West 
wanted that Easter should always 
be a Sunday regardless of. the 
date. 

To solve this problem thé 
emperor Constantine called the 
Council of Nicaea in 325. The 
council decided that Easter should 
fall on Sunday following the first 
full moon after the vernal equi- 
nox. But fixing up the date of the 
Equinox was still a problem, and 
March 21 was made out to be the 
perfect date for spring equinox. 


The dating of Easter today fol- | 


lows the same.
